CLEARING UP OF WORK.

WASHINGTON, June 7.—- [Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Secretary Root is expected 
to reach the capital in time for the 
Cabinet meeting tomorrow. A full at- 
tendance is expected by the President, 
with exception of Secretary Hay. This 
probably will be tbe last of the Cabinet 
meeting before the departure of a ma- 
jority of the members for the summer 
resorts 


Secretary Root will present the details 
of the inauguration of civil government 
in the Philippines under military di- 
rection. He also will make known to 
the Cabinet the reports on Cuban af- 
fairs since the adoption of the Platt 
amendment, and the contents of the 
confidential communications which 
have been received at the War De- 
partment from Gov.-Gen. Wood. 

In the Philippines every arrangement 
has been made for the installation of 
civil government, except the actual ap- 
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pointment of civilian officials. This 
has been going on as rapidly as possi- 
ble under the prevailing local condi- 
tions, and after the military order of 
the Fourth of July, there will be few 
municipalities which will not have — 
form of government under the 

tion of the military force of the United 
States. 

Secretary of the Treasury Gage 
probably will enter into an explanation 
of the recent turn in our trade rela- 
tions with Italy. He will explain to the 
members of the Cats hat the bounty 
on sugar paid by Italy is the same in 
every particular as the bounty which 
is paid by Belgium.

“In justice to the depositors and 
stockholders of the Seventh National 
Rank, William Nelson Cromwell, the 
bank's attorney, has advised the bank 
to suspend payment.” | 

This action was taken after @ pro- 
tracted conference in the directors’ 
room of the bank, which was par- 
ticipated in by the new president. a- 
ward R. Thomas; ex-President William 
H. Kimball), Edward Gould, Lorenzo 
Semple, who is one of the directors, 
and several other members of the 
board. 

The statement of the Seventh Na- 
tional Bank for the week ending June 
22, 1901, to the clearing house, was as 
follows:

At the clearinghouse this morning. 
the Seventh National Bank came ia 
debtor $644,108.95.

When it was found thé debit balance 
was so heavy, the committee communi- 
cated with the officers of the bank and 
was informed the Board of Directors 
was in session, and that a decision 
would be arrived at within fifteen or 
twenty mintites as to the action of the 
bank. In consequence of this state- 
ment, the

president of the bank, came into the 
clearinghouse and informed the com- 
mittee that in view of their heavy 
debit balance and for other reasons, it 
was considered wise that the bank 
should temporarily suspend.

OF SPECIAL WORKERS. 


LEARN TO MEASURE DISTANCES 
WITH THE EYE. . 
Can Gauge Hundredth of an Inch— 
Possessors of This Sense of Distance 
Can not Themselves Explain How it 
& Exzerted—Similar Time Sense.

hag done nothing but bore holes. 
e “runs” a machine, which operates 
@ horizontal augur, and this man, with 
this machine, res holes in a strip 
of pine which is fifteen feet long. He 
holds this strip of wood horizontally, 
presents one edge to the swiftly-re- 
volving point of the augur, presses the 
pine against the borer, draws back the 
strip, repeats the operation and con- 
tinues it until he has bored eight holes, 
eighteen inches apart, measuring from 
the center of one hole to the next.

Inited States Ordnance officera, with 
ingenius electrical and m etic de- 
vices, are able to r velocit 
of the fllght of ten and twelve-inc 
shells.

ing but a pair of inside calipers. These 
mechanics do not themselves know how 
they appreciate the hundredth part of 
an inch difference in the diameters of 
two cylinders. Their calipers, some- 
thing like tongs with curved less, often 
are wobbly and loose jointed and rusty 
from the sweat of labor. But the lathe 
hand, with his calipers, can feel 1 dif- 
ference of less than the one-hundredth 
part of an inch; can detect whether 
a cylinder or bore is “scant” or “full” 
of the required diameter. This sefise 
of measurement comes with long and 
continuous practice. It is the test o 
a first-class mechanic. , 

An odd illustration of the develop- 
ment, by reason of repetition of action, 
of the sense of accurately Judging time 
and distance is found in the eyery-day 
work of elevator men and men. 
In some of the big office buildings the 
elevator operators stop the cars of 
‘their perpend ra ds so exactly 
that the floors ot the car and bulldin 
coincide. It is a curious fact that | 
the operator is asked, by way of a test. 
to stop exactly on the floor line he 
seldom can do it. But in the »wdinary 
line of work, without conscious effort, 
he does it as a matter of course. 

Trolley-car motor men can, nine 
times out of ten, bring their cars to a 
stop so that the steps of the rear piat- 
form are over the street crossing, and 
this without particular mental effort. 
The motorman simply “knows” when 
to put on the brake. 

A spectacular illustration of the 
knack, acquired by long practice, of 
judging distances is found in the case 
of architectural iron workers, who heat 
the rivets, high in air, on the steel 
skeletons of buildings. The heater, 
nipping the white-hot rivet between 
the jaws of tongs, tosses the incan- 
descent piece of iron to the riveter, 
who catches it in an empty keg. ‘Phe 
two men may be thirty-five feet apart, 
one may be above the other, yet the 
hot rivet seldom fails to lodge in the 
bottom of the nail keg.

NAVAL PRIZE DECISIONS. 
SPANISH WAR MONEY. 4 
(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A. M. 

WASHINGTON, June F. — Justice 
Bradley. in the Equity Court today de- 
cided the Manila Bay and Santiago 
Bay prize cases. The decision is in 
favor of the claimants as to vessels 
captured and as to property taken 
from vessels so captured, but egainst 
them as to property captured ashore. 

The decision holds that vessels sunk 
and afterward raised were captured, 
and not destroyed; that property cap- 
tured ashore is not subject to prize; 
that the property taken from vessels 
sunk and not claimed as prizes on 
which bounty was given is prize; that 
the cascoes or cargo boats and all 
floating derricks that were captured at 
Manila are not prise. 

According to counsel the claimants 
in the Manila case receive a total of 
$288,000, divided among about 2000 peo- 
ple, and the claimants in the Santiago 
case will get in the neighborhood 800, 
000, distributed among about 3000 per- 
sons. These figures, however, are not 
final. These amounts are in addition 
to the bounties already allowed by the 
Court of Claims.

AGED MRS. LINDLEY 
BURNED TO DEATH. 


RS. LINDLEY, an aged woman, 

was burned to death ina fire 

which nearly destroyed her home 
at 2 o'clock this morning. and came 
near causing the death of two other 
persons. The hoube is at No. 416 West 
Seventh street, and is a one-story 
cot It was arranged so that two 
families could occupy it, On the east 
side Mrs. Lindley had her rooms, and 
the west side was occupicd by Mra. 
8. J. nn and her little daughter. 
A hallway extending neary to the 
rear the house separated the two 
apartments. 

How the fire started will never be 
positively known, but In some man- 
ner the unfortunate woman caused it 
herself. She was afflicted with asthma. 
and as she was 79 years of age, the 
weakness incident to old age made 
her sufferings from the disease all the 
more severe. She was unable to sleep 
more than an hour or two at a time. 
and frequently sat up all night. It 
was her custom to leave a lighted con- 
oll lamp in her room, and many times 
during the night she would te heard 
moving about. Mre. Dunn wos fre- 
quently awakened by her. but thought 
nothing of u. as she knew th: er 
cumstances. 

BAVED WITH DIFFICULTY. 

Last night Mre. Dunn heard her sev. 
eral times, but paid no attention to the 
slight noise. About 2 o'clock this mon- 
ing a street-car employé passing the 
house on his way home saw smoke is- 
suing from the front windows. He 
shouted to other men, across the 
street. and they broke open the door 
and aroused Mrs. Dunn and her lit- 
tle daughter, who were rescued with 


alarm of fire was sent in 
and the firemen reached the

pace the interior was a mass of 
flames. When the men who gave the 
alarm entered they saw flames burst- 
ing from the room which Mrs. Dunn 
had occupted. They did not know any 
person was in that room. and made no 
effort to save Mrs. Lindley. As soon 
as they were told by Mrs. Dunn that 
there was another woman in the 
house thé men returned, but the smoke 
was 80 dense and the heat so great 
that they could not ata d enter. 

It took but a few minutes to put out 
the fire, three streams being directed 
Into the burning building. As soon as 
it was possible to enter the firemen 
went into the room which had been 
occupied by Mrs. Lindley. 

DIED AMID FLAMES. 

In a corner of the room they found 
her body, lying on the back. with the 
feet toward the center of the room. 
The broken fragments of her lamp were 
found near the body, and from this it 
.8 Supposed that the woman was hoid- 
ing it when she was stised with a fit 
of coughing. and dropped the lamp. 
which ignited the room. The woman's 
face was terribly burned. but her cloth. 
ing was not. Her death was probab'y 
due to suffocation before the flames 
reached her.

Watch the Pear Slug. 

Eriocampoides limacina retzius is the 
full title bestowed upon him when up 
before the entomological bar for the 
purpose of identification. At the grand 
reunion which takes place annually, 
he, evith others of his ilk, is commonly 
called the pear slug. The time of the 
reunion is at hand, and the owners of 
pear trees will do well to prepare a 
reception. The pear slug is the larvae 
of a small, glossy-biack fly, consider- 
ably less in size than the house fly, 
and belonging to the family Centhredi- 
nidae, commonly termed saw flies. The 
slugs appear in great numbers upon 
the leaves of the pear trees during the 
month of July, and if not checked in 
their work soon cause all the leaves to 
turn brown, die, and fall to the ground

Rich Tombstone Mines 
to Be Reopened. 


Million Dollars to Be 
Spent at Once. 


Rushing Work to Complete the 
Arizona and Southwest- 
ern Railroad. 


TOMBSTONE (Arts.) June 21.—- [From 
The Times’ Correspondent.] Work on 
the four-compartment shaft now being 
sunk by E. B. Gage to tap the old levels 
of the Tombstone mines is progressing 
at the rate of five feet a day. A new 
hoist has been raised above the shaft, 
and work is being driven by three 
shifts of men a day. The shaft is down 
about 100 feet, and the main object will 
be to sink it to the 560-foot level, the 
same level at which water overwhelmed 
the workings a dozen years ago, though 
drifts will be run at intervals to con- 


nect with the old workings. It is un- 
derstood that Mr. Gage and his asso- 
clates are preparing to spend a million 
dollars in machinery, in the work of 
unwatering and retimbering the old 
levels, and on the construction of suit- 
able reduction works, based upon the 
most modern methods of mining. 

At Bisbee the hoist of the Irish Mag 
mine, of the lately transferred Calumet 
& Hecla group, has been started, and 
a large number cf miners have been 
employed, as the workings have already 
penetrated a large body of excellent 
ore, 


J. N. Cast.e is shipping several car- 
leads of copper ore per month from 
several mines bonded by him near Tur- 
quoise.

APPLIED SCIENCE. 
— tenor of physics, 
(By Henry siversity of Michigan.) 


NE of the striking features of mod- 


ern industria) activity is the in- 
creasing use of the exact sciences 
in those industries that are based on 
scientific discoveries. When one st ps 


to consider the industries employing 


the known results of science the only 
cause for wonder is that the command- 
ers in the commercial world have been 

slow to acce pure science as 4 
—— important Se It is conceded by 
those competent to judge that one of 
the prime causes contributing to the 


modern industrial development of the 


German empire is the close alliance 
existing in that country between sci- 
ence and the industrial arts. Germany 
is rapidly moving toward industrial 
supremacy in Europe and one of the 
most potent factors in this notable ad- 
vance is the perfected alliance exist- 
ing between science and industry. 
Science has come to be regarded there 
as a commercial factor and it is in 
open and avowed alliance with com- 
merce and industry. In Germany the 
financial promoters of great manufac- 
turing enterprises avail themselves of 
the technica! skill of men holding a 
university degree, and they use such 
support for the purpose of cheapening 

uttion, of perfecting the details 
of manufacturing, for the greater r- 
finement of their products and for the 


discovery of new and improved meth- 


ods and results. 

In England more conservative meth- 
odg prevail, improvements are slower. 
and new methods and processes 
Are Tess noteworthy. In the newer in- 
dustries, especially American manu- 
facturers are showing laudable enter- 
prise in the utilization of the latest 
scientific discoveries. For further ad- 
vances we must look to the more per- 
fect adaptation of known physical 
laws to the production of useful re- 
sults. If success in the arts of indus- 
try depends upon good management, 
wise economies, and high class exec- 
utive ability, it depends also in no 
small measure upon the employment 
ef scientific methods of precision. 
APPLICATIONS OF ELECTRICITY. 


cue industrial applications of elec- 
tricity are luminous examples of the 
benefit to be derived from the applica- 
tion of the results of pure science to 
public utilities. For many years the 
telegraph was the only application of 
electricity to useful purposes on a com- 
mercial scale. Now the telephone, 
electric lighting, and the transmission 
of power have almost completely 
eclipsed the wonders of telegraphy. 
These later uses of electricity have 
followed in the wake of scientific dis- 
covertes, at first slowly, but later with 
most astonishing rapidity. The first 
incandescent lamps that ever came to 


Chicago, so far as the writer knows, 


came to him in Evanston as a gift 
from Mr. Edison just twenty years 
ago. During the same year he saw one 
of the earliest examples of the electric 
railway as a part of the exhibit of the 
firm ot Siemens 4 Halske at the ex- 
position of electricity in Paris. The 
progress made since then in both direc- 
tions is largely due to the discoveries 
and inventions of men who have had 
a scientific training. 

For many years we were content to 
buy cheap natural cement for all work 
of construction where the expensive 
German cement was not a necessity. 
Pure mari and clay we had in great 
abundance, but we lacked the combi- 


-mation of capital and technical skill 


to manufacture cement. Now no bet- 

ter Portland cement is made anywhere 

in the world than in Michigan and 

Pennsylvania. 

APPLYING A SCIENTIFIC EDUCA- 
TION. 


The immediate future opens splen‘tid 
opportunities for the man with a scien- 
tific education. He is no longer limited 
to the one profession of teaching for a 
liv but has open to him the 
fairest fields in the creative industri >s. 
It is his function to show how to trans- 
mute raw materials into valuable Un- 
ished products. He stands today as 
the technical adviser of great corpo-«- 
tions. In fact, he is already at the 
head of important industries, either as 
president of a great railway, manager 
of a famous mine or superintendent of 


n noted manufacturing establishment. 


A few years ago the strongest electri- 
cal corporations were averse to the 
employment of young men with a tech- 
nical training. Now they want no 
others for their technical and engi- 
neering work. The past few years 
have shown almost a revolution in 
American sentiment relative to the 


Practical advantages of expert scien- 
tine service. 


It is no exaggeration to 
claim that our recent expansior. of na- 
tional industriel aspiration to world- 
wide limits is in no small measure due 
the more thorough utilization of 
methods and scientific train- 
Lord George Ham- 
that the 
competition England has to face in the 
fron industries is founded on something 
more formidable and more substantial 
than quick wit in securing contracts and 
an easy conscience in filling them. He 
says: Chemical research, the consol- 
idation of capital, thorough technical 
education and improved industrial or- 
ganigation have made in recent years 
a greater advance in America than 
here. It is with the product of these 
combinations and not with the assumed 
stupidity of the officials that the British 
neer has to contend.” 

ere is an open door, then, leading 
to success and to useful service for 
those who are competent to avail them- 
selves of the opportunity. 

PHYSICS IN THE WORLD'S WORK. 


The relation of physics to this prob- 
jem ie an intimate one. Physics is 
fundamental to all the physical sci- 
ences. and chemical princi- 
ples are so interwoven that any dis- 
tinction drawn between these two 
branches of science is likely to be 
founded on an arbitrary and artificial 
definition and hypothesis. Modern 
chemistry is becoming physical in 
character, as is shown by the large 
place occupied in recent chemical lit- 
erature by the investigations in physi- 
cal chemistry. 

The great subdivisions of physics. 
having the largest application to prac- 
tical problems, are mechanics, heat 
and electricity. A the fundamental 
problems in mechanics and the applica- 
tton: of mechanical principles to ma- 
chinery are physical in character. 
Mathematics is impressed as an instru- 
ment for service in physical investiga- 
tion. The scientific man has little in- 
terest in higher „mathematics for its 
own sake, but chiefly for its use in 
solving the problems presented by aci- 
ence. It is invaluable as a servant. but 
ea hard. taskmaster. What is known 
as applied mathematics is mathematics 
turned to useful purposes in scientific 
work, or to express the scientific rela- 
tons of dependent facts. 

One does not need to dilate on the 


sufficient to draw attention to the 
problems involved in heating and ven- 
tilation and to gas and steam engines. 
No data are at hand relative to the ag- 
gregate steam power used in different 
countries, but a single item is impres- 
sive. The North German Lloyd Steam- 
ship Company alone has in its fleet a 
steam equipment amounting to more 
than 3.000 horse power. Any discov- 
ery, invention or improvement that will 
increase the efficiency in the conver- 
sion of the potential energy of fuel 
into mechanical energy will be a boon 
to the industrial life of the world, and 
will prolong the period over which the 
supply of coal will extend. The ad- 
vances in this field of research do not 
occupy so large a share of public at- 
tention as those in some other depart- 
ments, but they are none the less of 
considerable magnitude and of the ut- 
most importance. 

RECENT MARVELOUS DISCOV- 

ERIES. 


The past twenty-five years have wit- 
nessed a vast development of the sub- 
ject of electricity as a department of 
pure physics. The novelties in the ap- 
plication of electricity to practical uses 
are not the only ones in this branch of 
science, but entirely new facts and 
possibilities are emerging into view 
with every revolving year. Physical 
investigation furnishes the f tion 
and the stimulus for the inventor. He 
is no sooner at the end of his resources 
for fundamental principles to utilize 
then the discovery of some unexpected 
and marvelous phenomenon opens new 
possibilities and fires him with new 
zeal. Witness the discovery of X-rays 
by Roentgen and of electro-magnetic 
waves by Hertz, the latter opening the 
way for “wireless telegraphy.” And 
these are only samples of what 
physical science wins from nature and 
adds to knowledge. Discovery blazes 
the way, and tireless invention presses 
forward to possess the land. The ge- 
nius for great discovery is a rare one. 
A whole century rarely contains a 
dozen names worthy to be inscribed on 
the imperishable tablets of men’s 
minds. Discoveries are not accidents; 
they are the outcroppings of divine in- 
spiration. Discoverers are born, not 
educated. Whether the discoverer be 
exalted above the inventor or not, he 
certainly precedes him. He discloses 
the abstract principle, fact or law; the 
inventor embodies it in concrete form 
for service. 

GREAT INVENTIONS BY TRAINED 

MINDS. 

_ Discoveries and inventions of the 
greatest utility do not spring from the 
brain of the ignorant. There is 
scarcely an invention of world-wide in- 
terest to humanity that has not seen 
its birth within walls devoted to edu- 
cation. Since the time when undue 
respect for the learning of the past 
ceased to dominate the present, insti- 
tutions of learning habe become the 
sources of the most significant ad- 
vances in ideas. Just at the opening 
of the last century Volta, in an Italian 
university, presented to the world the 
voltaic cell, and Davy, in the Royal In- 
stitution in London, produced the first 
electric light. A little later Oersted, in 
the University of Copenhagen, uncov- 
ered the relation between magnetism 
and the electric current, and so be- 
came the pioneer in electro-n:u g¢netism, 
Then came Faraday, in the Royal In« 
stitution, with his mighty insight and 
hig revelation of electro-magnefic in- 
duction. Henry and Morse, both of 
them American educators, made the 
electric telegraph before the middle of 
the century, and Helmholtz, in Ger- 
many, exposed to view the law of con- 
servation of energy which now domi- 
nates all science, pure and applied. 
Then Lord Kelvin, in Glasgow Univer- 
sity, taught masters of finance and pro- 
moters of international commerce how 
to use submarine cables, and invented 
the instruments for them. Bunsen and 
Kirckhoff discovered the laws of spec- 
troscopy, and set astronomers to in- 
vestigate the composition of the stars; 
Hoffmann, in the Berlin chemical] lab- 
oratory, evolved new colors out of coal 
tar and revolutionized the industry of 
dyeing; Hertz discovered electric waves 
for future Marconis to utilize; Farraris, 
in Turin, invented the rotating mag- 
netic field for induction motors; Roent- 
gen applied photography to a new and 
marvelous art, the value of which is 
not yet fully appreciated; and, lastly, 
Pupin, in Columbia University, com- 
bined higher mathematics and physica: 
intuition in the discovery of the method 
of overcoming the disastrous effects of 
induction in telephony. All of these 
discoveries and inventions have come 
out of institutions of learning. 


IN AN AGE OF INVENTION. 


It is a trite saying that the present 
is an age of invention. But the very 
triteness of the expression only em- 
phasizes the truth of it. Invention 
touches every field of human activity. 
It not only modifies existing industries, 
so as to change their character in a 
decade, but it gives rise to entirely 
new ones. The invention of the tele- 
phone and of the incandescent electric 
lamp created two distinct industries, 
which have spread over the world in 
a quarter of a century, and are capi- 
talized at several hundreds of millions 
of dollars. Minor modifications in ex- 
isting practice in these two fields are 
of frequent occurrence, and a few years 
suffice to convert a modern outfit into 
an antiquated system. Other indus- 
tries are affected to almost the same 
degree by improvements in progress. 
As soon as American manufacturers 
become convinced that their machin- 
ery and methods have been outclassed 
by those of newer design or by inven- 
tions, they promptly discard the old 
and install the new. We are thus kept 
in the forefront of successful produc- 
tion, and inventors find a ready market 
for their worthy inventions. 

Inventions are of several grades. 
There are the inventions that benefit 
no one except the patent office and the 
patent solicitor. These compose the 
most numerous class. The cause of 
their failure is various, Many of them 
do not accomplish the object set forth 
in their preamble; they are either de- 
fective in design or they propose to ac- 
complish what ts physically impossible. 
Much time is spent on designs that one 
familiar with physical laws sees to be 
futile. Others may accomplish the 
nominal object of the invention, but 
the results are without practical value. 

Another class of inventions originate 
with persons engaged in special indus- 
tries. These illustrate the familiar 
adage that necessity is the mother of 
invention. The specialist must first 
have the wit to perceive the want, and 
then the inventive talent to meet it. 
Such inventions usually relate to de- 


tails. They are useful, but not revolu- 

tionary. 

DISCOVERIES THAT OPEN NEW 
FIELDS, 


There is another class of inventions 
standing entirely by themselves, inven- 
tions that open new fields, give rise to 
new industries, and revolutionize ex- 
isting arts. The telephone was such 
an invention; so also was the cotton 
gin, the sewing machine, the steam en- 
the dynamo-electric machine, 
incandescent electric lamp. 
There are others in the chemical in- 
dustries of perhaps equal importance. 
Inventions of this character are of the 


— 


are classed with explorers, discoverers 
and the benefactors of mankind. They 
always give rise to a large crop o. 
others in imitation of them, or relat- 
ing to detall improvements. But they 
are not all of equal merit; and no in- 
ventor, properly equipped with the 
necessary culture and training, need 
despair of producing them. 

Thorough preparation is essential for 
the profession of an inventor; and 
since physics furnishes the funda- 
mental principles to be applied in the 
great majority of inventions this sub- 
ject must be thoroughly mastered. It 
should be pursued first as a branch of 
pure science, with extended laboratory 
practice. The manner in which physi- 
cal phenomena are illustrated and the 
fundamental principles are applied in 


physical measurements furnishes a 
Splendid training for the subsequent 
application of these same principles in 
the useful industrial arts. Later, 
physics should be studied in connection 
with its applications; and the most 
satisfactory method at present to ob- 
tain such a combined course is in 
schools of technology or engineering. 
A combined mechanical and electrical 
course with the stress laid on mathe- 
matics and physics offers the best op- 
portunity for fitting a young man for 
the profession of an inventor. 


THE TRAINING OF A SPECIALIST. 


A modern technical training is a 
training of the hand as well as of the 
brain. There is an obscure, but none 
the less real connection between man- 
ual and mental training which deserves 
more general recognition than it has 
hitherto received. It is cognate with 
“practical experience,” which denotes 
in a skilled man certain information 
not otherwise obtainable, and a valu- 
able kind of mental training as well. 
It is now fully recognized that the 
graduate of a technical school, who 
has learned to do things with his hands 
as the instruments of a cultivated 
brain, acquires the practical details of 
the specialist with much greater rapid- 
3 the man without the educa- 
The commendable practice of requir- 
ing a student in the laboratory to set 
up and adjust his own apparatus has a 
most beneficial effect in the acquisition 
of confidence. He is thus taught to de- 
pend on himself and to acquire the 
capability of securing results, The 
ideal technical training is one in which 
fundamental principles are thoroughly 
taught and experimentally illustrated 
in the best manner. It does not pro- 
fess to prepare a young man for the 
work of an artisan, but for the higher 
Office of a creator, in the inventive, 
constructive and industrial arts. It 
teacheg him not to be a mere imitator, 
but a producer. It shows him how 
human powers in correlation with na- 
+ wl = materials she offers can 

about new results and change 
the face of nature herself.

CITRUS-FRUIT CROP.

NAVEL AND SEEDLING ORANGES 
ABOUT CLEANED UP.

Geason’s Shipments, Including Lem- 
ons, Aggregate Two Thousand Car- 


loads—Languishing Demand for Lem- 
ons—Laundry Improvements. 


POMONA, June 2.—{From The 
Times’ Resident Correspondent.) All of 
the navel and most of the seedling or- 
anges hereabouts have been shipped, 
and there are only the late varieties 
remaining. As nearly as can be ascer- 
tained at the present time about 2000 
cars of oranges and lemons have been 
shipped thus far this season from Po- 


mona Valley, including Pomona, North 
Pomona, Claremont, Lordsburg and 
San Dimas. 


Owing to the long-delayed warm 
weather in the East and the large 
amount of foreign lemons imported, 


there has been no appreciable recent 
demand for California lemons. This 
year the growers have had much difi- 
culty in keeping the fruit, the early 
frost, no doubt, having injured the 
storing qualities of the crap, and a 
wet rot has caused much loss. Many 
carloads, however, are being held, 
awaiting a change in climatic condi- 
tions for a betterment of the market. 
There is now quite a little southwest- 
ern demand for Fourth of July lemons. 
POMONA BREVITIES. 

The Pomona steam laundry is about 
to add considerable new machinery, 
which has been ordered by Lorbeer 
Bros., the proprietors. Outside of Los 
Angeles this is the largest laundry in 
Southern California, and increasing 
business has demanded agencies in 
twenty-two different towns in Southern 
California and Arizona.

YSTERIOUS FISHING 
OFF LONG BEACH. 
PIONEER SPORTSMAN ROD-AND- 
REEL MAN TALKED ABOUT. 


Tales of Big Game Eagerly Expected. 
Pomona High School Cadets Having a 
Jolly Outing at the Seaside—Acci- 


dental Death. 


LONG BEACH, June 27.—[{From The 
Times’ Correspondent.] The pursuit of 
the tuna is one of the newest things 
about which the people of this seaside 
resort are talking. Many of the big 
gamy fellows have been seen im the 
waters off shore from here lately, and 
the presence of numerous schools of 
flying fish, which are much sought 
after by the tuna, is also reported.
